Notes: Issued in Rome at Santa Maria Maggiore, on the fourth of the Nones of September 1677, in the first year of 
the pontificate of Innocent XI. Sections of lines 7, 8, 14 and 21 have been erased and rewritten. There is a finger- 
shaped finding mark in the right-hand margin. Herman Sinniger also appears in UTS 037-02 and UTS 037-08; Henry 
Antonio Sinniger appears in UTS 037-35. 
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
